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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,2,4,6,1 7-1 8, 34-35, 40, 46-48, 51 , 53, 57-59 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schoenberg (2320832). 

Claims 1 , 57, 58, 59: Schoenberg teaches a first set of tiles (Fig.5A) having 
numbers (2, 6), letters (A, B) and chemical symbols ("H" for Hydrogen, "d" for Chlorine) 
of elements and a second set of tiles having symbols (+, =). 

Claims 2, 34, 35, 40, 46-48, 51 , 53: Examiner takes the position that rules/method 

steps for playing do not further the claimed apparatus. For the purpose of arguments 

Schoenberg teaches Instructions for playing the game (2:57-64). 

Claim 4: Examiner takes the position that limitation "wild card" is intended use 

limitation as in rules for playing and any of Schoenberg cards that can be treated as wild 

cards. 

Claim 6: Schoenberg teaches tiles with subscript (as in H20). 

Claims 17-18, 58: Symbols = and + can be used for mathematical equations. 

Claims 47: Schoenberg teaches equations (3:55-56). 

Claim 48, 59: Schoenberg teaches chemistry equations (Fig.6). 
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3. Claims 55-56 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
LeCapelain (4470821). 

LeCapelain teaches game cards with noun, pronoun, adjective, verb for making 
sentences (Fig. la). 

4. Claims 55-56 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tucker 
(4478582). 

Tucker teaches game cards with noun, pronoun, adjective, verb for making sentences 
(Fig.2).
